About 25 of these 
ships, the biggest an d fastest th at could 
be obtain ed , suitable for the purpose, 
had been gathered read y to receive the 
troops. 
They accom m od ate about 30,- 
COO men , for in a short voy age like that 
irom oue of the gulf ports to Cuba, it is 
possible w ith safety an d comfort, to 
carry a m uch larger n um ber of men 
abo^d ship th an w ould be ad missable 
in the case of a cruise to the Philippin es 
for in stan ce. 
How man y troops started ;

service were received . 
Sin ce the in crease of the regular 
arm y ’s quota more liberal terms are of­ 
fered , in clud in g all bran ches of the 
service where sold ierin g is required . 
The m ajority of those callin g preferred 
the cavalry service, an d it was almost 
an impossibility to get men to en list in 
the service where men were most n eed - 
ed —heavy ;artillery . 
Sin ce the first call

are to be ad m itted in to FYan ce on an d 
after the first d av of Jun e, 189 8 , at the 
min imum rate of d uty , an d iu turn cer­ 
tain articles of Fren ch man ufatffure are 
ad m itted in to the Un ited States on sim­ 
ilar terms. 
The particular ad van tages secared by 
the Un ited States are on m eat prod ucts 
an d lard compoun d s, Fran ce red ucin g 
her rates on e-half on meat prod ucts aud 
about on e-third on lard compoun d .

It would be foolhard in ess on the part 
of Cervera to off er battle. 
It is n ow kn own th at when the 
Span ish ad m iral sailiHl for the W est 
In d ies he expected to en ter San Juan d e 
Porto Hioo for coal an d supphes.

touchin g at Curacao for n ews his plan s 
wert; upset by the receipt of d ispatches 
tellin g liim that Hear Ad miral Sampson 
had Iximbard ed the San Juan fortifica­ 
tion s an d was still iu the n eighborhtjMod 
of Porto Rico. 
Thereupon 
Oervera 
.sailed for the south coast of Cuba. 
Why he en tered San tiago harbor in ­ 
stead of the harbor of Oien fuegos is n ot 
kn own , but the American comman d ers 
were in climxi to thin k the Span iard s 
would go to tlie latter port. 
it is certain th at Cervera could n ot 
have escap ^ 
from San tiago 
w ith­ 
out lieiiig d iscovered , for the American 
scouts had beeu prowlin g about the 
port for ten d ay s an d other ■couts had 
n ot be« m tar away . 
Practically San ­ 
tiago has been blockad eil for th at len gth 
of time. 
Cervera’s coal ship, which 
followed him from Curacao to San ­ 
tiago. was (« ptured last W ed n esd ay 
aud at the very momen t when the 
queen regen t was cablin g her cougratu- 
latious the coils were tighten in g about 
him. 
K ey' W e s t , May 3 1 .— The British 
ship Hestormel, captured by the St. 
Paul off San tiago harbor, has beeu 
brought here by Lieuten an t Pattsou 
aud a prize crew. 
He say s the vessel 
leaked bad ly an d all han d s maimed the 
pumps n ight aud d ay . For five d ay s he 
had n ot taken off his shoes or beeu iu 
bed . 
He say s the coal was very evi­ 
d en tly in ten d ed for the Span ish fleet. 
He also said : 
‘*The captain talked fran kly , say in g 
that he was boun d for San tiago, though 
he had sailed from Can iitt' on April 21 
for Sau Juau. 
This was before the d ec­ 
laration of war was received . 
At Sau 
Juau he was ord ered to prcxieed to Cura­ 
cao aud from the latter place to San tiago 
d e Cuba. 
“ The capture was mad e less than four 
miles from Morro castle, but the forts 
were silen t an d ¡jerliaps asleep, like the 
San Juan fortification s wd ien Ad m iral 
Sampson began his attack.” 
In terestin g light is throw n on Ad ­ 
m iral Cervera’s plan s by the log of the 
Res tun n el. 
She sailed for San Juau d e 
Porto Rico, where the Siuiuiard s ex­ 
pected to coal. 
San Juan lieiug d eemed 
un safe, Cn racao was selected , but the 
collier failed to con n ect w ith the fleet 
there an d was ord ered to San tiago. 
Owin g to her leak she d id n ot reach 
San tiago, the Span iard s rem ain ed iu 
port short of coal an d so were caught.

are to be adm itted into France on and 
after the first day of June, 1898, at the 
minimum rate of duty, and in turn cer­ 
tain articles of French m anufacture are 
adm itted into the United States on sim­ 
ilar terms. 
The particular advantages secared by 
the United States are on m eat products 
and lard compounds, France reducing 
her rates one-half on meat products and 
about one-third on lard compound. The 
chief benefits to France are in reduc­ 
tion in rates on brandies, stilled wine, 
verm uth aud works of art.

Robbing a ship’s safe on the A nstra­ 
lian coast is now conducted w ith the 
same silent and thoughtful deliberation 
as is the solving of a difffcnlt cbess 
problem. 
The first thing the ri^ fr sets 
his heart upon is how to get the key . 
The theory , aud indeed the general prac­ 
tice, is that the captain checks the boxes 
as they are stored in the bullion room, 
locks the door when the transaction is 
complete, aud, sleeping or waking, car­ 
ries the key in a leather pouch around 
his neck till he unlocks the door a t the 
end of the voy age.

The Cuban revolutionists are divided 
into two parts—one acting in Cuba as 
iightiug insurgents, the other, called 
the “ exteriors,” who operate in th« ! 
United Htatea, Mexico, South Am erican 
republics, Paris, Rome aud Loudon. 
These “ exteriors” are organized in 
clubs. Each club has its president, W'ho 
is a member of the council of presi­ 
dents. All are under the jurisdiction of 
Tomas Estrada Palm a, bead ot the 
American junta, New York. The clubs of 
the “ exterior” collect the 10 per cent of 
all weekly earnings of members, which 
are sent to the New York junta. T his 
voluntary tax of 10 per cent is used to 
buy arms, am m unition and other m ili­ 
tary supplies, which are sent by m eans 
of filibustering expeditious to Cuba. 
This plan of w arfare was draw n aud 
put into execution tw o y ears before the 
outbreak of the present w ar by Jose 
M arti, known as the George W ashing­ 
ton of the Cuban republio.

Several times in each year Australian 
newspapers announce the departure to 
England or San Francisco of vessels 
carrying 
hundreds of 
thousands of 
pounds value in gold. In 1896 the three 
colonies of Queensland, New South 
1 Wales and Victoria sent away over $40, - 
000,000. 
It is not a m atter of surprise that 
such announcements excite the cupidity 
of a section of the commonity or that 
from time to time attempts are made to 
surreptitiously lay hands on some por­ 
tion of the seductive treasure. 
Robbing a ship’s safe on the A ustra­ 
lian coast is now conducted with the 
same silent aud thoughtful deliberation 
as is the solving of a difficult chess 
problem. 
The first thing the rimier sets 
his heart upon is how to get the key. 
The theory, and indeed the general prac­ 
tice. is that the captain checks the boxes 
as they are stored in tho bullion room, 
locks the door when the transaction is 
complete, and, sleeping or waking, car 
ries the key in a leather poach around 
his neck till he unlocks the door at the 
end of the voyage. 
But theory and practioe are often set 
aside. 
In the Tararua case, at Mel­ 
bourne, in 1880, when f 20,OOO v orth 
of gold bars were stolen, the police dis­ 
covered that two keys, either of which 
opeued the bullion room, used to hang 
against the wall in the public bar. 
It 
was also discovered that one of thege 
keys mysteriously disappeared 12 months 
before the robbery aud that no serious 
investigation was then made into the 
loss, nor was any alteration made in 
the lock of the bullion room. 
This Tararua was running between 
New Zealand and Australia and had 
shipped boxes of gold at various ports. 
Altogether she was supposed to carry 
l l boxes. 
On arriving at Melbourne it 
was found th at one of these boxes was I 
missing. Examination showed that some 
one had simply opeued the door with a 
key, extracted the box and locked the 
door again. 
The robbery from the Iberia, which 
left Melbourne for London in March, 
1889, is supposed to have been also ef­ 
fected by means of a key surreptitiously 
procured. In that case the robbery was 
not discovered till the arrival of the 
vessel in Loudon. 
The robbery from the China develop­ 
ed in a remarkable way. Here the O ri­ 
ental bank in Syduey placed the gold on 
board a coast steamer called the Avoca. j 
At Melbourne the gold was transship­ 
ped to the China. 
The China tonched 
at Adelaide aud other ports, but it was 
only at Galle the discovery of the rob­ 
bery was made. Detectives operated on 
all the ports simultaneously, but no-' j 
where could a clew be found. 
The 
amount missing was the usual $20, 000. 
Iii 1878 a man named Wei berg, who 
bad been a carpenter on the China, took 
up a selection in the interior of Victo­ 
ria. Before settling down he married a 
Melbourne barmaid aud appears to have 
confided to her some shady particulars 
of bis past history. 
The Samson and 
Delilah story was in part repeated, and 
the public laid themselves out to watch 
Weiberg. The upshot was the arrest of 
the man as the safe rider of the China. 
One thousand sovereigns were found 
in a tin of fat stored away by him in 
Melbourne. 
In his hut was discovered 
a wooden plane stuffed with gold. The 
wood was hollowed out and the gold 
dropped in. In the hut was also discov­ 
ered a bar of soap containing 200 sover­ 
eigns. 
He told the detectives that be bad 
1,800 sovereigns concealed on his selec­ 
tion aud offered if they accompanied 
him to point out where the booty lgy. 
As may be surmised, he fooled the po­ 
lice into a wild, thick timbered region, 
took them suddenly off guard and made 
his escape. Ho was recaptured, howev­ 
er, some months later. 
The mystery of the Iberia was cleared 
up in a still more singular manner. One 
day two boys playing at W illiamstown 
saw a mouse run into a hole nuder the 
platform of the railway pier.

PIJ MPI NG COAL. 


Th# M odern W ey of Taft Inc Oat the Carr** 
of a Knnken Canal boat. 
The old way of recovering coal from 
a sunken canalboat was to raise tbe 
boat, with the coal in it. to a point 
J where the real could be reached. Chaius 
were worked nuder the sunken boat 
from pontoons moored alongside of it. 
At low tide the chains were made fast 
on the pontoons, which, rising with the 
tide, lifted the sunken boat clear of tbe 
bottom. At high water it was taken in ­ 
shore as far as possible, until it again 
grounded. 
This operation was repeated 
until tbe boat was brought to the sur­ 
face. The new way, or, rather, the mod­ 
em way, is to pump the coal up from 
the boat, wherever it may lie, and then 
raise tbe boat, if it does not raise itself. 
By this method tbe work is all done in 
very mach less time aud at very much 
less expense. 
Tbe pomp used has no pump valves. 
It is a centrifugal pump, the suction 
being produced by means of a disk, with 
wings attached, tnruing at high speed 
within the pump shell, a circular cham­ 
ber, to which tho suction pipe is attach­ 
ed. 
An eight inch pump of this kind 
will pump grate or broken coal easily, 
and pump up a load of 300 tons in a 
day. 
It will raise coal from a boat 
sunk at any depth from 5 feet to 200 feet. 
The pump and engine are installed 
on a wrecking boat, which is moored 
near the sunken boat. 
In this nee tbe 
pump has a long flexible section of suc­ 
tion pipe attached to it, and to that 
are 
attached tbe various additional 
lengths of pipe that may be required to 
reach down to the coal. 
This pipe is 
made of wrought iron, and it is made 
in sections of different lengths, so that 
it may be joined to make a pipe of 
any length desired. At each end of each 
length of iron pipe is a flanger. 
As 
lengths of pipe are joined, the flangers 
are bolted together, with a rubber gas­ 
ket between, to make the joint tight. 
The flexible suction pipe is held out 
over the water and over the sunken boat 
from the wrecking boat by a gaff, aud 
iron pipe is added to the needed depth. 
By means of the gaff the pipe may be 
raised ami lowered as occasion may re­ 
quire, as, for instance, to raise tbe low­ 
er end of the suction pipe from oue part 
of the canalboat up aud over a cross­ 
beam connecting the sides, to be lower­ 
ed into the coal in another part of tbe 
boat. 
When tbe pipe is all joined on, it is 
not at once lowered into the coal. 
The 
pump is first charged with water, which 
is done in an exceedingly brief time, 
and in a very simple manner by means 
of a siphon attached to the shell of the 
pump. 
When it has been charged, tbe 
pump is started aud the lower end of j 
the suction pipe is then lowered into 
the coal, aud coal and water are pump­ 
ed up together aud thrown out through 
the pump's discharge pipe in a continu­ 
ous stream. 
A boat to receive the coal 
is made fast alongside the wrecking 
boat, aud tbe coal from the pump is 
discharged upon a screen set at an in­ 
cline between the two boats. The water 
runs through tbe screen and the coal . 
runs on into the other boat. 
The suction pipe can be handled for 
the most part from the wrecking boat. 
If any handling under water is neces- I 
Bary, a diver goes down for that pur­ 
pose, and it may be that the diver 
brings within the power of the pum p’s 
suction remnants of coal left in nooks 
and crannies which it m ight otherwise 
not have reached. 
When the boat has 
been emptied, if it is not too much 
damaged or water soaked or too firmly 
bedded in tbe mud, it will float of itself. 
If suction holds it to the bottom, it will 
rise when it has been started clear. 
Pumps of this kind are made of from 
2 to 60 inches in diameter.— New York 
Sun.

Delegates of the Cuban revolutionary 
: party resident in Key West believe now 
that a few weeks will see the final aud 
Complete separation of Cuba from tbe 
mother country and the republio of 
Cuba firmly established. 
So certain of 
this are they that it is predicted with 
every sh »w of confidence that President 
B a n d o n .>• Masso at once will issue a 
call for an assembly to provide tempo­ 
rarily for the administration of the re- 
pnblic until a permanent constitution 
shall be adopted. 
The constitution on 
which the present republic rests was 
adopted Oct. 29, 1897, aud remains in 
force until October, 1899, unless inde­ 
pendence is recognized by Spain before 
that date. Tbe officers of the republio 
of Cuba were elected last November as 
follows: 
President Bartolome Masso, who was 
elected vice president by the constitu­ 
tional assembly in 1896; vice president, 
Domingo Mendez Capote; secretary of 
war, Jose B alem au; secretary of foreign 
relations, Andres Morauo de Latorre; 
secretary of the treasury, Ernesto Fonts 
Sterling; secretary of the interior, Dr. 
Manuel R. S ilv a; subsecretary of war, 
Rafel de Cardenas; subsecretary of the 
treasury, Colonel Saturnine Lastra; sub­ 
secretary of foreign relations, Nicolas 
Alberdi; subsecrctary of the interior, 
Pedro Aquilero Kiudelan. 
Major General Maximo Gomez was 
appointed commander in chief and Ma­ 
jor General Cai. to Garcia lieutenant 
general of the army by tbe government 
council. 
The seat of government is at 
Cubitas, province of Puerto Principe, 
over 200 miles southeast of Havana. 
Spanish troops have attempted several 
times to take the capital by assault, but 
tbe natural defenses of the city enabled 
the Cubans to re pulse the attacks. 
All the officers were elected by pop­ 
ular vote, aud the vote of each province 
was taken to the capital aud counted in 
tbe presence of the Caban congress. 
Cubans claim that the republic con- 
| trois today over three-fourths of the is­ 
land of Cuba, aud that tho civil author­ 
ities freely administer the laws in this 
territory. 
The six provinces of Cuba— 
Pinar del Rio, Havana. Matanzas, San­ 
ta Giant, Puerto Principe and Santiago 
> de Cuba—are divided into prefectures, 
which are under the supervision of the 
secretary of tbe interior. Each province 
has its civil governor, who is appointed 
by the president, but when independ­ 
ence is secured the governors will be 
elected by popular vote. 
The Cuban revolutionists are divided 
into two parts—oue acting in Cuba as 
fighting insurgents, the other, called ; 
the “ exteriors,” who operate in the i 
United States, Mexico, South American j 
republics, Paris, Rome aud London. ; 
These “ exteriors” are organized in 
clubs. Each club has its president, who 
is a member of the oouncil of presi­ 
dents. All are under the jurisdiction of 
Tomas Estrada Palma, head of the 
American junta, NewYork. Tbeelubsof 
the “ exterior” collect the IO per cent of 
all weekly earnings of members, which 
are sent to the New York junta. This 
voluntary tax of IO per cent is used to 
buy arms, ammunition and other m ili­ 
tary supplies, which are sent by means 
of filibustering expeditions to Cuba.

The Cubans in Key West say that the 
instant the American flag at the bead 
of a column of American troops is rais­ 
ed over the soil of Cuba the “ exteriors” 
will be ready to step into the ranks and 
fight for Cuba under the stars and 
stripes. But they will carry w ith them 
the flag of the Cuban republio, w ith its 
five stripes of blue and white aud its 
one white star on a triangle of red. 
The first Cuban flag was designed and 
made by Narsiso Lopes, Emilea Tolon 
aud Cirilo Villverde in 1842.# They 
were the leaders of the insurgent com­ 
mission aud tried to raise a rebellion. 
Narsiso Lopes, who was an “ annexa­ 
tionist, ” landed with some Americans 
and Cubans at Cardenas, Matanzas prov­ 
ince, took the city and captured the 
Spanish governor. 
He afterward was 
caught by the Spanish aud garroted at 
havana. 
This flag is flying over every house in 
Key West today, for the Cubans are 
wild with joy. They received the news 
the other day that the house and senate 
had passed the “ intervention” resolu­ 
tion, which declared that “ Cuba is aud 
ought to be an independent and free re­ 
public.” It was this left handed recog­ 
nition of independence which brought 
the Cubans into the streets with such 
whoops and vivas and yells that they 
raised the lid off the town. 
A proces­ 
sion, headed by a brass band, made the 
rounds of the streets, and at night every 
cafe in Key West was filled with a 
crowd of exultant, hysterical, gesticu­ 
lating, high voiced Cubans, who are 
wearing tiny American aud Cuban flags 
tied together and shouting “ Viva Iqs

A N aval C erem ony Tlm t I* N ot W hat It 
Used to Be. 
In tbe old navy, when United States 
ships were actually ships with yards, 
the bos’u ’s m ate’s call, “ All hands 
cheer ship!” was followed by a much 
more picturesque ceremony than is pos­ 
sible now, when the vessels of the navy 
are fitted with but a single yard aud 
that only used for signaling. 
At tbe 
word of command “ Man the yards’ ! 
there was an amount of acrobatic scur­ 
rying on the main decks of the old ships 
that was calculated to make tho ship 
visitor hold his breath, the thing look­ 
ed so dangerous. 
The men forward in 
bluejacket uniform would fairly leap 
up the rope ladders, and almost by the 
time tbe echoes of tbe command bad 
died a w a y ©very yard on each mast 
would support scores of men and boys, 
all standing erect, most of them only 
held up by the crossed arms of the men 
beside them. 
This representation of a 
cross was held by all of the men, aud 
it was their business to stand thus with 
absolute statuesqueness. Then the com­ 
mand “ Cheer ship!” would be bawled 
out on deck by the chief bos’u ’s mate, 
and there would be a yell from cathead 
to mizzen that couldn’t help but warm 
tbe blood of everybody within hearing 
of it. When the men manned the yards 
with all sail except topsails and stunsail^ 
set, such a picture was really beautiful, 
the m en’s uniforms of blue standing out 
in sapphirelike contrast to the cameo 
whiteness of the shrouds. 
This was a 
ceremony on all formal occasions, such 
as the visit aboard the old ships of dis 
tinguished men. Aud “ Man the yards! 
and “ Cheer ship I” were commands al­ 
ways given when one of the old clipper- 
of the United States navy was either de- 
j parting for or arriving from a foreign 
station.

widows and m others of volunteers pre­ 
ferred. 
The outfit of Mrs. Glenn as matron 
w ill consist of black alpaca and black 
silk skirts, blue and black shirt waists, 
rubber cloak, two sets of black under 
wear, broad sole w alking shoes, one 
rubber pillow, one rubber aud flannel 
blanket, hammer, shawl, belt, bag and 
a soft fedora hat.

I’ pon E ..n t . o f Corroa, 
In terest A rro w the Ocean. 
It has lately been reported that Spain 
was dispatching troops to Tenerift% one 
of the Canary islands, so as to put that 
place in shape of detengo in case of hos­ 
tilities arising liotweeu the peninsular 
government and the United State.s. The 
British agent there, C on^l Maclean, 
says ill a recent report that th« mule 
population of the island has b.\ n grad­ 
ually reduced ever since i^pain licgan to 
Send troops to Cuba to ijiirll the war. 
A ll troopship.s and war vcsstd.s bound 
from f-ipaiii ior tlie \\\n t Indie.s put in 
at Tenerife, and rarely did one proceed 
on her way that ^he did not take at least 
a dozen Teucritians to .swell the ranks 
of Uiose on board. 
The Bnti.sh consul 
writes: “ 1 have ascertained from the 
m ilitary authorities that the number of 
recruits sent from Tenerife alone iu 
185)(j-7 was 1,397. These nu*u have been 
taken from the very fiower of the peas­ 
antry, whose physique, much superior 
to that of the town dwellers, has natu­ 
rally led to their being selected for m il­ 
itary service. The disturbances in Cuba 
have also forced many colonists (natives 
of these islands) to return her^T from 
Cuba 
half ruined, whereas in more 
prosperous times they would have re­ 
mitted money to their relatives remain­ 
ing iu the Canary islands.” 


It was announced a short time ago 
that Mine. Dreyfus had sent an appeal­ 
ing letter to M. Darían, minister of jus­ 
tice, praying that she might be allowed 
to share her husband’s exile on the He 
du Diable. After considerable delay M. 
Darían has rendered his decision; it is 
in the negative. Le Temps of Paris has 
been interview'ing a number of lawyers 
on the subject, and M. Thezard, a well 
known jurioonsult, member of the sen­ 
ate and professor of law at the Poitiers 
faculty, says that he considers the right 
of Mme. Dreyfus to join the ex-captain 
of artillery, her husband, as absolutely 
undeniable and noticed with surprise 
that Mme. Dreyfus had asked it as a 
favor. 
The law’ is summed up in the 
words of the code: ‘‘ Wives and children 
of condemned persons (< pote and trans­ 
porte shall have the r ;ht of joining 
them.” M. d’HauHoiiville, who was the 
author of the pre.seiit law dealing with 
the subject, is quite of the snnie opin­ 
ion, while M. Loveille, a deputy and 
professor of law, is of a contrary opin­ 
ion. Le Siecle, strange a.s it may seem, 
is publishing “ an appeal to the women 
of France” to intercede with the gov­ 
ernment on Mine. Dreyfus’ behalf. 


It is the general belief iu Paris that 
the kai.ser w ill not make himself un­ 
pleasant with regard to the Duke de Sa­ 
gan’s succession. 
The title and estates, 
the latter worth close upon IIÜÜ.ÜÜO 
year, are held as a fief from tlie ( ieniiau 
sovereign in accordance with the con­ 
stitutional principles that prevailed in 
1852. 
His majesty has power to recog­ 
nize the direct heir or any other person, 
male or female, iu the lino of succes­ 
sion. 
There is no constitutional objoo- 
tioii to his choice falling on an alien, 
though such a person would be expect­ 
ed to take the oath of allegiance. 
It is 
expected, both iu Berlin and Paris, that 
the kaiser w ill permit the Prince de 
isagau to follow his father and on his 
death the honors of the CJerman es­ 
tates w ill probably be settled upon 
Princes von Furseuberg. 
The only real 
obstacle in the way of an arrangement 
is the French oodeoiville, which would 
deprive the Prince de 8 agau of citizen­ 
ship if be took the oath of allegiance to 
a foreign monarch. 


Humor is rife again outside of the 
Netherlands W’ith the name of Caneen 
W ilbelm iua of Holland and her sup­ 
posed engagement to some potentate or 
other. 
As to the identity of the man 
gossips of the continental press do not 
agree. 
The last name with which her 
destiny was said to be linked was Louis 
Bonaparte. Louis Bonaparte, it w ill be 
recalled, is the younger brother of V ic­ 
tor Napoleon, the so called Bouapartist 
pretender to the French throne. 
This 
story was published iu Le (iaulois of 
Paris in thow’hite heat of the Zola trial 
and is generally regarded as having 
been put forth as a mere Bouapartist 
‘‘feeler,” for Prince Louis is iu high 
favor with the czar of Russia, and cir­ 
cumstances might have developed into 
making him welcome in France. A wo­ 
man connected with the entourage of 
the young queen recently asked her 
majesty whom of all the world she 
would prefer for her consort. 
She 
promptly replied: ‘‘Mr. Gladstone, be­ 
cause he is a great and good man. 
But 
it is utterly out oí the question, for he 
is too old ; be.sides he is married. ” 


According to General do Pellieux, 
who conducted the preliminary investi­ 
gation of the Esterhazy case, the French 
army w ill soon bo ready for any emer­ 
gency. 
This he declared to the officers 
recently assembled at a review held by 
him the other day on the Bagatelle 
plateau. 
His reasons for making the 
statement are that, iu the first place, 
the new No. 120 gun, of which so much 
was heard at the Zola trial, is calculat­ 
ed to give what he terms ‘‘unimagi­ 
nable” results, and, secondly, the Lebel 
cartridge, soon to be supplied to the in­ 
fantry, w ill do at 700 meters distance 
what the present one effects at 400.

camp and failing to report for roil call 
at night. 
A private of Company I made an at­ 
tempt to frighten a lieutenant last night 
by firing a pistol very close to him.

a result he was fined $10 and given six 
days of fatigue duty, w hile the officer 
didn’t scare worth a cent. 
The supplies which came the other 
day did not go around, and many of the 
boys throughout the regim ent are w ait­ 
ing for the remainder which is expected 
af any time. 
Company K had a pole raiding the 
other evening which drew a large crowd 
of blue coated spectators.

W as hingt o n 
, May 3 1 .—The Canadian 
nego tiatio ns which hav e been in pro g­ 
ress here fo r the last week wei*e co n­ 
cluded last night, when a definite agree­ 
ment was reached fo r the creatio n o f a 
co mmissio n which shall co nsider all the 
subjects o f co ntro v ersy between the 
United States and Canada and frame a 
treaty between the imperial go v ern­ 
ment and the United States fo r the 
co mplete adjustment o f their co ntro v er 
sies. 
The agreement is no w to be sub 
mitted to the British go v ernment fo r its 
appro v al, and when this is giv en the o r 
gaui'zatio u o f the co mmissio n will be 
co mpleted. 
It is understo o d that the first meeting 
will be held at Quebec, pro bably during 
the co ming summer. 
The membership 
o f the co mmissio n will be determined 
by the executiv e branches o f the two 
go v ernments. It was s ta t^ by tho se 
participating that the spirit o f go o d 
will was marked thro ugho ut. Subjects 
to be settled include the Bering sea 
No rth Atlantic and lake fisheries, hot 
der immigratio n, recipiwity, mining 
regulatio ns in the Klo ndike and British 
No rth American po ssessio ns and also 
the determinatio n o f the Alaskan bo un 
dary line.

Then co me the hard o ak, 
with .9 2; the lo cust and the white 
beech, with .91, and the red beech, 
with .90.

M. Dogas, a Frenchm an, has w ritten 
an extrem ely interesting l*x*k on " T i­ 
m idity. ” Ile finds th at the vast m ajority 
of people are tim id in their youth. 
A 
considerable m inority rem ain tim id all 
their lives. 
Tim idity leads to m edita­ 
tion and analysis. 
It enters into the 
temporal newt of the philosopher ai dm an 
of science. 
Per contra, a thoroughly 
stupid man is seldom tim id. 
V irgil, Horace, Benjam in Constant, 
M ichelet and Amiel were all notably 
tim id men. M. Dugas notes th at in the 
intellectual man you are apt to find 
great speculative hardihood combined 
w ith a practical tim idity. 
C arlyle’s is 
the typical case. 
The mere thought of 
ha\ ing to order a coat or buy a pair of 
gloves caused him the most acute dis­ 
comfort. 
In its extrem e type tim idity ap­ 
proaches the m alady of the w ill which 
the medical dictionaries call agoraphobia 
— the dread bf the crowd, of the gaze of 
other people. 
All public speakers have 
known this feeling-—even, it is said, the 
brazen M. Rochefort. Cicero, used as he 
was to the rostrum , was prevented by 
"b lu e funk” from delivering hill "Mi* 
Ionian” speech. 
M. Surrey, who has 
lectured every week for 20 years, says 
he has never been able to conquer his 
tim idity. Paillet, a famous Parisian ad­ 
vocate, was so nervous th at he used bi 
say he half hoped some accident would 
happen to him in the street on his way 
to the court, so th at he m ight be pre­ 
vented from appearing. Veteran actors, 
w hen they are w orth their salt, seldom 
get over their "stage fright ” 


H ea tin g C ap acity o f W ood . 
A w riter in Die Staats Zeitung cor­ 
rects a very common supposition in re­ 
gard to the heating capacity of wood, 
the most notable fact in the case boing 
th at such a practical and easily demon­ 
strable error should so long have pre­ 
vailed—namely, th at the heating ca­ 
pacity of hard wood is greater than that 
of soft wood. The fact, as ascertained 
by repeated determ inations, is th at the 
greatest heating power is possessed by 
one of the softest varieties of such m a­ 
terial—viz, the linden. Taking its heat­ 
ing capacity for the unit, the second 
best heater is also a soft wood—fir, w ith 
.99 heating power; next follow the 
elm and the pine, "with .98; willow, 
chestnut and larch, w ith .97; maple 
and spruce fir, w ith .96; black poplar, 
w ith . 95; alder and w hite birch, w ith 
.94 only. 
Then come the hard oak, 
w ith . 92; the locust and 
the w hite 
beech, w ith .91, aud the red beech, 
w ith 
.90. 
These examples leave no 
doubt of the general fact th at hard 
■wood heats the least.
